For  adults,  it's  like  a  training  institute;  in 
which  we  take  adult  leaders  and  train  them 
in  several  areas.  Within  these  schools,  stu¬ 
dents  are  placed  within  small  family  groups 
which  meet  after  their  main  sessions.  That 
way,  they  can  debrief  and  go  deeper  into 
whatever  they  talked  about '^ne  said. 

Students  were  enthusiastic  about  their 
experiences.  According  to  Mackenzie 
Ross,  a  blue  school  (second-year)  student 
from  Highland  Church,  Meridian,  "I  was 
in  the  seventh  grade,  and  the  other  kids 
at  church  had  been  telling  me  how  fun 
Super  Summer  was,  and  I  wasn't  old 
enough  at  the  time.  I  was  able 
to  go  last  year  and  absolutely 
loved  it.  I  came  back  this  year. 

"I  look  up  to  my  sister  — 
she’s  my  role  model,"  said 
Carrie  Stewart,  from  Carterville 
Church,  Petal.  "She  told  me 
what  a  great  camp  this  was  and 
how  much  she  learned  and 
grew  closer  to  God.  Last  year  I 
came,  expecting  it  to  be  an 
amazing  camp,  out  it  was  so 
much  more  than  that.  I  was  so 
excited  to  come  back  this  year." 

"The  speaker  this  year  is  so 
good,"  said  Jaz  Martin,  from 
Poplar  Springs  Drive  Church, 
Meridian.

"We're  looking  for  a  certain  kind  of  stu¬ 
dent  and  we  have  certain  requirements.  Our 
requirements  are  there  far  a  reason.  This  is 
not  a  camp  that  you'd  send  a  kid  to  to  get 
saved.  It's  more  of  a  leadership  training 
event  trying  to  develop  future  church  lead¬ 
ers,  but  more  than  looking  for  students  who 
just  try  to  complete  requirements  to  come  to 
Super  Summer,  we  look  for  students  who 
are  living  the  requirement  all  year  long." 

Requirements  for  participants  include 
being  a  faithful  baptized  believer;  living 
and  actively  sharing  their  faith  constantly; 
devoted  to  prayer,  purity,  abstinence,  and 
being  drug-free;  participating  in  student 
ministry  events  in  their  cnurch;  involved  in 
a  small  croup  discipleship  study  or 
accountability  group;  memorize  at  least  10 
scripture  verses  each  year;  and  keeping  a 
journal  detailing  how  they  are  growing  in 
their  walk  with  Christ.  Second-year  and 
above  students  have  to  write  an  essay  of 
1,000  words  expressing  their  commitment 
to  Christ  and  now  they  are  involved  in 
leadership  in  their  church  and  community.

Obama  administration  stalls  abstinence 


BAPTISTS 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  In  response 
to  public  pressure,  the  US.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  hie  disclosed 
a  taxpayer-funded  study  that  reflects  posi¬ 
tively  on  abstinence  education,  having 


first  kept  the  full  study  under  wrap*  while 
funding  for  such  programs  was  nbxdigri 
The  National  Survey  of  Adolescents 
and  Their  Parents  in  2008  found  that 
about  70%  of  parents  agreed  with  the 
statement.  It  is  against  your  values  for 
your  adolescent  to  have  sexual  inter¬ 
course  before  marriage,"  as  well  as 
"Having  sexual  intercourse  is  something 
only  married  people  should  do." 

A  majority  of  adolescents  in  the  sur- 
veyresponded  similarly. 

Though  the  survey  was  presented  at 
two  conferences  last  year,  when  Lisa 
Rue,  a  researcher  at  the  University  of 
Northern  Colorado,  asked  for  a  copy  of 


the  full  survey,  her  request  was  denied. 
She  tried  again,  the  second  time  filing 
under  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act. 
That  request  also  was  denied. 

"The  second  denial  from  the  Obama 
administration  leaves  me  to  reflect  on 
the  role  of  cultural  values  with  regard 
to  prevention  science,"  Rue  wrote  in  an 
editorial.  "If  we  are  truly  interested  in 
learning  how  to  prevent  two  critical 
epidemics  currently  devastating  our 
country  (out-of- wedlock  child  bearing 
and  sexually  transmitted  infections), 
then  die  nationally  representative  find¬ 
ings  provide  momentum  and  support 
for  accessing  cultural  values  of  parents 
and  children  which  promote  optimal 
health  choices  for  adolescents." 

Valerie  Hubet  executive  director  of  tire 
National  Abstinence  Education 
Association,  as  well  as  pro-family  news 


outlets  called  on  concerned  citizens  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  Freedom  of  Information  Act  request 
to  view  the  full  study.  The  response  was  so 
vast  that  the  HHS  website  reportedly  was 
temporarily  down  Aug.  20. 

Bv  the  evening  of  Aug.  23,  the  full 
study  was  posted  on  the  HHS  website. 

The  NAEA  said  the  episode  calk  into 
question  whether  the  recent  sex  education 
policy  decisions  by  the  current  adminis¬ 
tration  and  Congress  truly  reflect  cultural 

norms  or  dear  evidence-based  trends. 

"We  are  greatly  concerned  that  the  sex 
education  policy  being  implemented  by 
this  administration  does  not  reflect  the 
values  of  what  most  parents  and  teens 
dearly  want"  Huber  said  Aug.  24. 

Congress  and  the  administration  cut  aD 
abstinence-centered  program  grants  from 
the  2010  budget,  and  funding  for  176  absti¬ 
nence  programs  is  set  to  expire  Sept  30. 


Nearly  two  million  students  in  ttase  pro¬ 
grams  will  be  put  at  risk,  the  NAEA  said. 

"Our  state  has  the  highest  teen 
pregnancy  rate  in  the  nation,"  said 
Larry  McAdoo,  executive  director  of 
an  abstinence  program  in  Mississippi 
that  will  lose  funding.  "I  do  not  under¬ 
stand  why  our  services  to  needy  teens 
would  be  cut  short  Mississippi's  teens 
need  more  resources,  not  less. 

XXo- abstinence  program  equips  youth 
with  the  skills  necessary  to  make  healthy 
choices.  Soon,  however,  Mississippi'-, 
youth  wiQ  be  left  without  any  resources  to 
counter  the  sexual  messages  with  which 
they  are  continually  bombarded." 

Among  additional  results  of  the 
study:  General  parent  views  about  sex 
and  abstinence  were  more  conservative 
among  blacks.  His  panics,  and  parents 
from  lower-income  households.
